WEEK END? 


Dear Editor: 

From time to time when 
something in the city ex¬ 
ceeds all expectations as to 
its success and acceptance, 
we like to tell a few people 
about it. The Sierra Madre 
Pool attendance and opera¬ 
tion is such an instance. 

Total attendance at the 
Pool as of Aug. 23 was 29,950. 
This does not include swim 
instruction attendance, 
which would swell the pre¬ 
sent total by 7,240. 

If the present attendance 
figure is extended to the 
closing day, it is estimated 
that the total pool attend¬ 
ance for 1961 (including 
swim instructions) will be 
approximately 37,200. This, 
compared with the total at¬ 
tendance of last year of 
20,330 would Indicate an 
83 per cent increase in pool 
use. 


BECAUSE shortly after the beginning of sewer work, 
it was decided that contractors should extend laterals 
across the sidewalks to the property lines instead of stop¬ 
ping at the curbs as originally was a natu¬ 

ral increa.se in assessments against property owners. Some 
of these increases amounted to several hundreds of dollars. 

Now, this newspaper does not believe that most prop¬ 
erty owners objected too strenuously to these increases. 

But they did and do object—strenuously and justly— 
to the brusque brush-offs given them when they go to 
City Hall and ask explanation of the reasons for the in- 
crea.ses—they want to learn first-hand “at the horse’s 
mouth,” and as property owners who “pay the freight,” 
this is their right and privilege. 


HE ALSO SAID he believed 
John E. Carr, former state 
director of finance, who re¬ 
signed to “return to private 
industry,” did so out of frust¬ 
ration, because Carr, as a 
top-flight businessman, 
couldn’t go along with the 
unnecessary expenditures in 
government, and at the same 
time, couldn’t do anything 
to prevent them.
